‘How To Produce Vapors and Gases fot 
Medical and Sanitary Purposes. +» 


The English papers describe an ingen- 
ions invention for producing vapors and 
gases for medical and sanitary purposes. 

A very pure carbon combined with an 
oxidizing agent is molded into a hollow 
cone, the walls of which are part for part 
equal, the size varying with the use, and 
the central cavity fitted with a. glass flask

Being placed in a room to be disinfected

J. Walker, of Mississippi, became 
Secretary of the Treasury, and un- 
der whom the protective tariff of 
1842 was cut down and the free 
trade tariff of 1846 placed on the 
statute books.
